The Sky lark. 
Sky larks are rather prolific birds, 
having +wo broods in the y ear, and 
often Living as m any sis five eggs, 
though four is tlie usual num ber. 
The 
nest is so difficult to find tha t it is 
practically never discovered except by 
accident, as when, for instance, the 
hay fields are mown, or w hat is being 
hoed. 
The bird very seldom nests near 
the m argin of a field, w’here it m ight 
be put off its n e t by passersby . 
On 
the shores of the North sea sky larks 
will nest In the “bents” and "m arram ” 
close to the edge of the sand hills, 
though they have to fetch food to their 
y oung from a considerable distance. 
T here Is alw ay s som ething very pleas­ 
ing in the sight of a lark’s nest. 
It is 
usually sun!» in a hollow, and, unlike 
the nests of m any ground building 
birds, is most carefully m ade, the cup 
being deep and perfectly circular, and 
lined w’ith very fine grasses, though 
the outer part is made of rough, dead 
bents, and often of a m ost irregular 
shape in order to fill up the hole in 
w’kieh it is m ade.—Loudon Spectator.

The editor of tjhe St. Petersbu rg 
Viedomosti recently created a natioc 
al sensation by charging the ancient 
capital of Ru ssia, Moscow, with whole 
sale treason. The bankers and mer 
chants there, he said, were not only 
indifferent to the war, bu t were sor­ 
did, selfish, disloy al and shameless 
enou gh to make heav y inv estment« in 
Japanese bonds.This information came 
to the editor from good patriots who 
didn’t want their names u sed, bu t 
were considered by him to he tru st 
worthy . The Moscow press, which 
has a v iedomosti of its own, resented 
these impu tations, the latter with 
particu lar energy . Proofs of the St, 
Petersbu rg allegation were demanded. 
If these were not forthcoming the 
gov ernment ou ght to act and pu t a 
stigma in su ch disloy al practices, If it 
cou ld.fnot pu nish them. So far no 
proof of the allegation has been su b­ 
mitted, thou gh it is generally thou ght 
to lhav e some fou ndation in tiu tb, 
The Jou rnal de St. Petersbu sg, the of 
fical organ, takes this v iew of the case, 
a fact which is looked on as more 
startling than the original assertion. 
The controv ersy is still going on, with 
no end of epithets on both sides and 
no v isible sign of cessation.

Here are elev en railroad accidents, 
du ring the y ear in which abou t 212 
hav e been killed and 333 inju red. 
It j 
is too soon to decide whether the ac- j 
cideu t on ti e Denv er and Rio Grande j 
was “the act of God,” or cou ld hav e < 
been av erted if reasonable precau tions 
had been taken. The officials of the 
road knew the sev ere strains to which 
bridges spanning little streams which 
su ddenly become fu riou s riv ers are I 
pu t. In bu ilding bridges across these J 
streams was special attention paid to 
the ilood hazards, which called for 
ex tra solidity of constru ction? 
Were j 
they carefu lly inspected often? 
Were 
engineers instru cted to take no risks ■ 
when the waters were u p? 
Of the other wrecks recorded the s 
majority were du e to inex cu sable care-; 
lessness, growing largely ou t of the 
j 
failu re of su perior officers to enforce j 
discipline, and in the case of the Glen-1 
wood accident to the ov erworking of i 
trainmen. 
The United States cannot get rid I 
of its sad preeminence in railroad dis­ 
asters u ntil there is more of that cau - i 
tioo. that determination to take no 
j 
chances, and that rigid discipline i 
which characterize the managers of 
foreign roads.

Chicag o Tribune Shows Which Way 
the Political Wind Blows. 
J UST AR RIV ED

Sterling Newspaper Makes Improv e- 
ments In Power For Operating . 
The Standard has ju st installed two \ 
electric motors and all of the machin- \ 
ery of the large piinting plant is now ■ 
propelled by electricity . One of the j 
motors is u sed ex clu siv ely in the oper­ 
ation of the linoiy pe machine while 
the other, a mu ch larger one, is u sed 
in the operation of the presses and 
other machinery . The large gasoline j 
engine, which has been u sed in the 
past for fu rnishing power for the en­ 
tire plant, will be kept for u se as 
au x iliarv power or to u se in cases of 
emergencies. The Standard printing ■ 
plant is now tu rning ou t more work 
than ev ery before in its history , and 
ev en with its increased facilities, is 
ru nning to its fu ll capacity both day 
andinight. 


The Chicago Tribu ne has felt the 
political pu lse and the interesting re­ 
su lt of its inv estigation is printed in 
detail today . It has ascertained the 
presidential preferences of 3,605 Chi­ 
cago v oters, not liv ing in one part of 
the city , and not belonging toone class, 
bu t representing twenty -six in all, in­ 
clu ding merchants, laborers, profer- 
sional 
men, 
stocky ards 
strikers, 
clerks, and retail dealers. 
The work of taking the straw ballot 
was done by half a dozen professional 
canv assers, who did it in a bu siness­ 
like way , withou t bias or a wish to 
giv e any side “the best of it.’” 
They 
did not tell any one whom they inter­ 
rogated who their employ er 
was. 
Ev ery precau tion was taken to insu re 
a fair v ote. 
The 3,605 men who were willing to 
av ow their preferences did so as fol­ 
lows: 
For Roosev elt, Repu blican 
2,131 
For Parker, Democrat ..................1,335 
For Debs, Socialist ......................... 121 
For Swallow, Prohibition 
............ 
18 
The significance of the v ote lies in 
the fact that the regu lar politics of 
those interv iewed are as follows:

Here is a repu blican gain in demo 
cratic v otes of 195 and a democratic 
loss in regu lar party y otes of 25 1. 
Among the democrats polled there is 
an ev ident drift at this moment away 
from Parker toward Roosev elt or Debs. 
Whether the drift is general, and 
whether democrats who are dissatis­ 
fied now will v ote in Nov ember as 
they talk in Au gu st are qu estions the 
fu tu re will determine. 
The reasons giv en by many of those 
interv iewed for their preferences are 
instru ctiv e in some instances and 
amu sing in others. Dou btles they are 
the reasons of thou sand of v oters 
whom the canv assers did not see or 
who wou ld not talk to them.

Ov er 110 liv es were lost on the Den­ 
v er andiRlol*Grande railroad Su nday 
ev ening, Au g. 6 th, when the giv ing 
way of a bridge threw two crowded 
passengerjears into a raging mou ntain 
torrent. 
No accident more destru c­ 
tiv e of life is to be fou nd in the annals 
of American railroad wrecks, dread­ 
fu l as many of them hav e 
been. 
There werejmore liv es lost in that one 
catastrophe than hav e been sacrificed 
in all the more seriou s wrecks of the 
y ear. 
The record of the twelv emonth be­ 
gins with an accident on the Western 
Mary land ¡on the 3rd of Janu ary in 
which three were killed and thirty - 
two inju red. 
A broken rail was 
responsible. 
On the 6 th of the same month a 
Rock Island and California ex press 
train collided with a cattle train at 
Williard, Kas., and sev enteen perso¡ B 
were killed and thirty -six inju red. 
The accident was du e to a “ mistake” 
of the engineer of the freight. He 
thou ght the ex press he had been 
ordered to look! ou t for had gone by 
him . 
On the 25 th a local train ran into 
the rear of a Denv er ex press train 
near St. Lou is and killed three and 
inju red eighteen persons. 
“Some­ 
body blu ndered.”
